With demand for U.S. visas continuing to increase world-wide, the U.S. Department of State is committed to using new technologies
to improve the efficiency and accuracy of the visa application process. As such, the Department of State developed a new web-based
nonimmigrant visa (NIV) application called the DS-160 to incorporate all existing NIV applications into one, interactive form. The
DS-160 replaces the three forms that made up the Electronic Visa Application Form (EVAF). The DS-160 must be used for
appointments after February 15, 2010.
